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LONDON LETTER 
London, Nov. 15, 1919. 


In the very centre of London, in 
the middle of the wide thoroughfare 
that separates the National Gallery 
from St. Martin's Church, there has 
been erected an immense iron scaf- 
folding, for the purpose of lifting 
into position the statue of Nurse 
Cavell, the figure of which alone 
weighs ten tons, This granite men- 
erial shows the nurse carrying a 
child in her arms and leaning upon 
a cross; it will be flanked by lions 
in an atitude of protecting guard- 
ianship, and the structure upon which 
it is to rest has been designed on 
the lines of the cenotaph memorial 
to our departed heroes. 

A Sale of Historic Interest 

Some items of historic interest 
will come under Knight, Frank & Rut- 
ley's hammer at Rushbrooke Hall in 
Dec., when they will dispose of a 
certain studded chest which has re- 
mained in the mansion ever since 
the deys of Charles I, and which 
contains certain clothes belonging 
to that king. A number of panels 
eof old Brussels and Gobelins tap- 
estry and royal portraits by Lely 
and Zucchero will also figure in 
the sale. 

A Novel Technique 

The Polish artist, Alfred Wol- 
mark, who after having achieved a 
eonsiderable measure of success 
with his former artistic convict- 
ions for rabid excursions into Fut- 
wrism, is now engaged in using up 
the canvases hung at the Royal Ac- 
ademy, by painting over them master- 
pieces in anti-academy style. Un- 
fortunately his own opinions and 
those of his public do not invari- 
ably coincide as the improvement 
which he believes himself to have 
attained by his reversal of prin- 
ciples. The latest creations from 
his easels are productive rather 
ef puzzlement than of pleasure, but 
one somehow has a rather shrewd sus- 
picion that this is the end at which 
the painter has been aiming. An ex- 
hibition of his work is being held 
at present at the Hampstead Art Gal- 
lery. 

Another Artist Has “Arrived" 

Another ultra-modern artist, 
whose work strikes one es possess- 
ing a sincerity which Wolmark lacks, 
is Nina Hamnett, who is having a 
"one-woman" show at the Eldar Gal- 
lery. Here we have something more 
than a dabbling in color, e perverse 
juggling with angles and geometrical 
pattern; we have real constructive 
ability, a keen sense of character 
and a painstaking aptitude for sig- 
nificant form, Though rigid in her 
determination to sacrifice nothing 
to mere decorative effect, she yet 
makes up for surface beauty by means 
of her strongly defined personality, 
which makes something interesting 
out of everything she touches. More- 
over, a steady development is to be 
found in her work, showing that she 
is not satisfied with superficial 
facility but is ever striving to at- 
tain some artistic ideal. 

Art Galleries Freed 

At last the hosts of government- 
al clerks, which during the war in- 
vaded our picture galleries, are be- 
ginning to move elsewhere. Quite 
shortly the whole of tne National 
Gallery will once more be devoted 
to pictures instead of to pens and 
ink, and Hertford House, the home 


of the Wallace Collection will again.. 


be open to the public. It will, of 
course, take a little time before 
these places reassume their ordin- 
ary aspect. Meanwhile, in one of 
the National Gallery rooms, already 
for some time in working array, there 
is a special exhibition of French 
art from the XV to XIX century,

The fate of this noted example 
of Francia's art bids fair to rival 
the mysterious disappearance, some 
years ago, of the celebrated "Monna 
Lisa," by Leonardo da Vinci, a dist- 
inguished contemporary of l'rancia. 


GERRITY BUYS « HASSALi 


On the second day of the Hassam 
exhibition, now on at tne UWilch Gal- 
leries, Mr. John Gerrity paid $15,000 
for “The Marshal-Neil Rose." Nor did 
the purchaser wait until the exhibit- 
ion was over before adding this pict- 
ure to his collection, but insisted 
upon taking it away at once, when 
“The Violinist," one of the artist's 
earlier works, was hung in its place. 
It is said that during the first week 
of the exnibition, some $52,000 worth 
of pictures by this artist were sold.

PARIS LETTER 
Paris, Nov. 12, 1919. 


Reagers of Gauguin's recently- 
published leters welcome the collect- 
ion of unknown works by this artist, 
brought together by Barbazanges in 
the Faubourg Saint-Honore. But, 
while the letters relate chiefly of 
the Tahitian period, the pictures are 
reminiscences of his sojourn from 
1889 to 1290 at Le Pouldhu where in 
the rich shades and stoic forms of 
Brittany, he seared to agticipate the 
still more ancient, synthetic and syn- 
bolic shapes and colors of the Pac- 
ific Isles. It is known that these 
separate sojourns wrought distinct in- 
fluences upon the painter. In some of 
the pictures exhivited at the Galerie 
Rarbazanges, still linger affinities 
with Pissarro and a trace of mysticisny 
the portrait of himself, the serpen- 
tine stem of a bird-headed flower 
wound about his hand, two apples hang- 
ing against his cheek-bone against a 
vermillion ground with ea lemon-yelloyw 
partition, is in a manner more formal 
and decisive than are the landscapes 
on the same walls. Besides the admir- 
able, sensitive paintings in oils, of 
a mellow quality rarely achieved in 
modern painting, are watercolors, fan- 
ciful compositions recalling old pote 
tery and which might have been intend- 
ed for such, and a portrait-bust in 
carved wood of Gauguin's benefactor, 
Meyer de Haan, with a kind of herald- 
ic cock wound about his head. Even 
the wooden clogs on which — had 
cut some ornaments are significant of 
that broad sense of design which, but 
very faintly latent in the paintings 
of that period, needed the hot, trop- 
ical sun to bring it into full bloom, 
A fine picture of this same Breton 
period, two little children seated, 
may be seen at Rosenberg's in the Rue 
La Boetie. 


L'Are en Ciel is holdirig its 
third exhibition at the Galerie Gou- 
pil in the Rue de la Ville L'Eveque. 
This Franco-Anglo-American group, 
patronized by the British and Amer- 
ican ambassadors end by the Minister 
of Public Instruction, is an artistic 
form of the great alliance of the 
three great powers. As such it might 
well be more representative, and a 
high standard should have been aimed 
at. Unfortunately, an atmosphere of 
amateurishness pervades, which is on- 
ly just saved by the too slight part- 
icipation of artists of the calibre 
of Joseph Bernard, the sculptor, work 
by whom is on view at the galleries 
of the Feuillets d'Art in the Rue 
Saint-Plorentin, and whose Water-car- 
rier‘in a bronze version has found 4 
place at the Luxembourg. The Amer- 
ican artists in Paris, absorbed, no 
doubt, by the more important mani- 
festation on the left bank, seem to 
have too generally abstained from 
taking vart in this exhibition. How- 
ever, I recognized and welcomed the 
oils of Myron C, Nutting, poetically 
decorative interpretations, and Elena 
Nutting's curious, very free engrav- 
ings on linoleum which have already 
given excellent typographical results 
in the exaaples published by Atys, 
the Anglo-American-Italian gazette. 
The Nuttings recently left Rome for 
Paris where they have taken a studio 
at 9 Rue Falguiere and it is pleasant 
to see their work already displayed 
in the prominent galleries. Other : 
English or American names in this soc-' 
lety are those of the Australian art- 
ist, Rupert Bunny, Miss L. L. van 
Wyck, Mrs. Scott-Bower, Mrs. Charles 
Pearce, Stuart Jenkins, Florence 
Este, Frank Armington and Mrs. Arn- 
ington. 


A hundred drawings oy France's 
leading cartoonist are on view at 
Devambez's, Among them are Cappiel- 
lo (who is placarding the walle of 
Paris with his bright, ingenious 
posters once again), Drian, Forain, 
Abel Faivre, Sem, Georges Scott,

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ARDEN GALLERIES' EXIBITS 


Foremost of the three exhibit- 
ions at the Arden Galleries, 599 
Pifth Ave., through Dec. 31, is 
that of the American Society of Min- 
iature Painters, which although re- 
grettably small this year, is never- 
theless representative. The examples 
of Lucia Fairchild Fuller, always an 
attraction in former years, are mis- 
sing, as the artist has been in poor 
health for the past year or more as 
to prohibit any output from her able 
brush. Many good works, however, 
grace the display. Elsie Dodge Pat- 
tee shows four examples that display 
good drawing, interesting composition 
and fine color. Her "Portrait of E. 
Chamberlin," is excellent in char- 
acter and arrangement; "The Sisters," 
exhales a charm of sentiment and is 
good in quality. Maria Strean has 
two good portraits, “Louise” and 
"Ellery." Eulabee Dix Becker does 
herself credit with an interesting 
presentment of “Mrs. A. G. R.," and 
Sarah E. Cowan's "Louise," in soft 
yellow color scheme, shows thought 
and knowledge. Alice Beckington, 
president of the Society, exposes 
“Will Irwin," an excellent likeness 
and thoroughly individual; her “Mast- 
er Frank Kinney," is lovely in ex- 
pression and good in color. Bertha 
Coolidge's two examples, “Martha 
Wheeler" and Dr. Frederick Prime," 
prove her steady advancement. Alice 
P. T. de Haas' “Katherine and Beat- 
rice," well represent her. "Kate 
Loring Hildreth" and “Mrs. Willard 
Rising," by Martha Baxter, are among 
the best of this artist's miniature 
portraits. Laura Hills has a bril- 

iant example in “Miss Consuelo 
sates." E. A. McGillvary Knowles 
shows one of her small landscapes, 
“In French Canada," remarkable in 
detail and feeling. Annie Harlburt 
Jackson's “Baby's Head," is redolent 
of life, and Margaret Foote Hawley 
shows five good works. "Mrs. Child," 
with a brilliant blue background is 
one of the best. There is good ex- 
pression in two portraits by Lydia 
Longacre, "Dicky," and "Winthrop 
Fowler." Edith Sawyer's "Portrait 
Study of Miss G." is lovely in color 
and composition. ‘here are also 
good examples of Helen Cruikshank 
Davis, Sally Cross, Cornelia Hilde- 
brandt, Clara F. Howard, Elsie M. 
Lowdon, W. Sherman Potts and Mar- 
garet May. 


The Arden Galleries are also ex- 
ploiting an interesting collection 
of the Durand pottery. The forms 
are mainly reflections of the Pers- 
jen and Chinese; the colors are of 
exceptional beauty and grece of 
line is typical of all the work. 


The collection of XVIII century 
English paintings and tapestries 
forms another interesting feature 
of the exhibition. 


ART WORKERS’ CLUB SALE

ECLECTICS AT BABCOCK'S 


The Fifth Annual Exhibition of 
the Eclectics is on at the Babcock 
Galleries, 19 E 49 St., through 
Dec. 6. It is evident that no su- 
perstition as to unlucky numbers 
exists in this select assemblage, 
for the members exhibiting have now 
reached thirteen. Some of the group 
are to the fore with representative 
examples, others appear indifferent, 
or are short of recent efforts, per- 
haps owing to the great demans for 
their work. Eugene Higgins, how- 
ever, is one whose interest is ev- 
idently still warm; he has four works, 
all good. “The Drinkers," painted 
in the low, rich tones typical of 
his vision, is forcefully impress- 
ive. Philip Hale's “French Peasant 
Woman," is doubtless an early work; 
it has well-modeled flesh tones and 
interesting expression to recomnend 
it. James Britton's “Patriotic Prof- 
iteer," is a good bit of character 
painting and has a quality of life 
and vigor that adds zest to the com- 
position. Marie Apel, the gifted 
sculptor, has three examples of 
which “Bacchante" is of éspecial 
interest for its action and good 
composition. Walter Griffin's “Ven- 
etian Landscape," is a brilliant, 
colorful and poetic work. "Fitch- 
Hoyt," by George Luks, hardly finds 
the artist in his best mood. It is 
evidently an early work and lacks 
the spontaniety and vigor of many 
of many of his later attempts. Mau- 
rice Prendergast gradually gets far- 
ther and farther away from form. In 
his “Figure Composition," the figures 
have had little consideration as re- 
presentations of the human form, but 
are used ratner to promote a pattern; 
the result, while scarcely pictur- 
esque, Shows interesting design and 
unusual beauty in color combinations. 
"The Fur Coat," by Sydney Dickinson, 
will be a disappointment to those 
who have expected marked advance from 
this apparently promising artist. 
His “Portrait of James Britton," is 
not a good likeness, nor does it give 
his subject the interesting charact- 
er for which he is noted. Mahonri 
Young has a group of interesting 
drawings, and "The Old Harbor Road, 
Gloucester," by Richard Kimble, is 
colorful and well-composed. The 
otner exhibitors are Robert Brand.- 
gee, Arthur Goodwin and Royston Nave. 


ARTIST BEGINS CAREER AT 60 


Charles Hetherington of Chic- 
ago, who had been successful in bus- 
iness until the age of 60, woke up 
one morning to find himself finan- 
cially ruined. He resolved to be- 
gin a career in a new line, since 
the old one was no longer open to 
him, and chose art, a subject he 
had always been interested in but 
had never practised. That was four 
years ago. Since then Mr, :iether- 
ington has painted many landséapes. 
He has had an exhibition at Mar- 
shal Field's in Chicago and now bids 
for N. Y. attention with an exhibi- 
tion of his work in the Henry Schult- 
heis Co. galleries. Ur. Hethering- 
ton belongs to the type of men who 
are inveterately young, and he has 
a@ youngster's enthusiasm for his 
new profession.

Sir Guy F. Laking

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NEW YORK'S GRAND MONUMENT 


The Wa’ Memorial for New York 
is occupying the attention of art 
loving citizens to the exclusion of 
@ll minor matters, Presently we 
are to have the names of the Gen- 
eral Committee appointed by the 
Mayor with Mr. Rodman Wanamaker of 
Phila, as chairman. A subcommit- 
tee, to consider what the memorial 
shall be, is expected to include 
prominent architects, sculptors 
and painters representing the vari- 
ous societies of artists, with Mr, 
Paul Bartlett as chairman. Mean- 
time, suggestions ranging from a 
permanent arch of triumph to a 
half-billion dollar bridge across 
the Hudson, are popping up. Evid- 
ently we are in for a free fight 
all round, none barred. 

The main lines of division are 
likely to run between those who be- 
lieve the memorial should be useful 
and those who want something that 
will add to the beauty of N. Y., 
say between utilitariansa and ideal- 
ists. It is too much to expect that 
the useful and the beautiful snould 
be combined. Our industrail age 
cannot compass such things. Is it 
possible to imagine that our engin- 
eers can give anything to a huge 
iron bridge except mere magnificence

of its hugeness? See how seldom are 


the cases where skyscrapers are de- 
signed without hideous box-like lines, 
for the most part crowned by a silly 


and ugly little watertank sprawling 


on spider legs: On the other side, 


the National Sculpture Society has 
protested against replacing of the 
present arch of triumph in stone. 
Other protests in the press do not 
so much deny any beauty to this arch, 
as generalize in a sweeping way to 
the effect that we should have a 
modern, not an ancient expression 
for a successful modern war con- 
ducted by @ republic which exists 

as a democracy up to date. These 
correspondents may theorize, but 
they carefully refrain from advice 
as to the modern form a triumphal 
memorial shall take. So in other 
matters of the arts there is a tend- 
ency to take the easy path of scof- 
fing at what the centuries have ac- 
cepted, but when substitutes are ce- 
vised, we find these substitutes 
like the Ereatze in Germany during 
the war, no good. Ingenious per- 


haps, but ugly and impractical, 


The Romans, a practical people, but 
influenced doubtless by Greek art, 
evolved the arch of triumph, not 
from portals or gateways or temple 
fronts, but from hasty scaffolds 
decorated with painted cloth and 
sculpture thrown across the road 

by which a conquering general reach- 
ed the Capitol. The Gauls followed 
suit and the French under the Nap- 
Oleonic impulse produced the Arch 
de Triomphe which occupies the crest 
of a gentle ascent and from its loc- 
ation as well as its size and pro- 
portions has given the modern idea 
of such erections to the western 
world. 

On the whole, it would be bet- 
ter to have some monument conse¢rat- 
ed to memorial idea, with the util- 
itarian strictly secondary and sub- 


ordinate.
